Makes Model 
Bomb Shelter

When Max Felker built WK 
home at 1010 Beech avo. two 
year's ago, In collaboration with i 
G. C. MvAllster, local architect, I 
he provided lor Ills hobby not 
realizing that this provision was 
to serve a two-fold national de­ 
fense emergency use.

He well knew that In design­ 
ing a home It Is as important 
to provide for hobbles as for 
any other main family require­ 
ment. Felker is an expert 
marksman with pistol and rifle. 
His wife and eight-year-old 
daughter are also enthusiasts. 
There, It was necessary to have 
some provision for target shoot­ 
ing oh an ordinary 90 b'y 150- 
foot city lot.

So, with Architect McAlister, 
he planned a shooting gallery 
and it was constructed with 
Inforced concrete In the form of 

tunnel three feet "wide and 
four feet high, starting from the 
recreation room In the rear of 
the lot and running under the 
badminton and handball court 
and terminating under the 
house 90 feet away.

Today that shooting gallery, 
entered by means of a ship's 
ladder leading to a small room 
where Felker stores his arms 
and. ammunition, Is an excellent 
tomb shelter and a place where 
Felker and his friends can prac­ 
tice target shooting, day or 
night, rain or shine.

Redwood tics backed up by 
steol plates form the backing 
of the target. A fresh air Intake 
nstalled near the termination of 
:he shooting gallery and an ex­ 
haust fan in the marksman's pit 
provides good ventilation. The 
ilt is lined with Celotex installa- 
:ion board as Is, the celling of 
the tunnel to the target to make 
t soundproof. Spotlights illumi- 
late the target, which Is return­ 
able to the pit for replacing 
bull's-eyes and making any oth 
er adjustments necessary.

It is- impossible to hear th( 
report of guns or the impact of 
jullets in the house. The tunnel 
tself i» buried two feet undi 
the patio ground level. The cost 
was about $750.

Angeles city high 
school district spent an average 
of,$178.7.7 for.-current-expendi­ 
tures   for each of t{ie. 120,899 
pupils in average daily attend­ 
ance in the district In 1940-41, 
compared with an average of 
$173.97 for each of the 122,485 
pupils in average dally attend­ 
ance in 1939-40, study of the 
expenditures of the 176 larger 
high school districts in Califor­ 
nia, just .made .public, by Cali­ 
fornia Taxpayers' Association, 
shows.   i

Teachers' salaries per pupil 
amounted to $119.65 for 1940-41, 
compared with $116.42 the year 
preceding, the association found. 
Expenditures for auxiliary agen­ 
cies amounted to $4.69 for 1940- 
41, and to $4.27 the year pre­ 
ceding. Other current expendi­ 
tures averaged $64.43 for 1940- 
41, compared with $53.28 In 
1939-40.

The expenditure for- teachers' 
salaries Is and should be the 
largest single expenditure Item 
in the cost of the schools, the 
association stated, pointing out 
that teachers' salary payments 
are directly related to the num­ 
ber of teachers employed, the 
number of pupils per teacher, 
and the trend of the enrollment.

"Over the state as a whole, 
high school attendance Is now 
actually decreasing, preliminary 
checks for the current school 
year Indicating that the de­
